He has been in jail 
now about one year.

restored to civil rights. He is now a 
member of the Government band. 


CASE OP KAIO—Under sentence 


of death at Oahu iprtson, (execution 
day next .Monday) on conviction of ac- 
cessory before the fact to killing of 
Dr. Jared Smith on Kanui by Kapea. 
The triad (occurred bat a few months 
ago and the details were published at 
length in <this paper. Kapea is the son 
of Kaio. Attorney-General Smlttli, bro- 
ther of the late Dr. J. K. Smith, with- 
drew. Cecil Brown translated a peti- 
tion submitted on bebaHf of Kalo. Pres- 
ident Dole eaid that until lately be had 
accepted the popular belief concern- 
ing Kaio's guilt On investigation he 
had learned that Kapea was <fce res- 
ponsible organizer of (the assassination 
conspiracy. Kalo had at times during 
the iaSk of the natives concerning the 
contemplated crime conaelled against 
the proposed murder. It appeared also 
that Upapa, sentenced to three years, 
was aa prominent in tbe preliminaries 
as Kaio. Mr. Dote said the lury had 
doubtless found correctly upon ttfe 
facts as presented to them, but it Deem- 
ed «haX a-H the truths were not tolly 
understood. The President continued 
that in his opinion the taking of life by 
law was largely for example and that 
from such a view one execution might 
be sufficient. All who had written from 
Kauai to tbe President were opposed to 
commtrtaUoq for Kaio, saying that he 
was a revengeful and wicked man. He 
is a half afalay. Mr. Dole suggested 
that Che Oancll consider only a life 
sentence*He said he would cot recom- 
mend "positively or urgently hi the 
pmemfees, but felt it his duty to pre- 
sent tbe matter as he had glren it 


Mr. Robertson said that as attorney 


for tbe defendant* rn tbe case, be 
woo-Id not vote upon <tib« petition of 
Kalo. but would ask leave to spe*Jc up- 
on tbe matter. The Art was that the 
motive for, the crime attached Itself 
readily, at oooe and clearly to Kapaa. 
There 1g a marked distinction between 
the offending of Kapea on the one part 
and Kaio and Upapa on tb* other.

Mr. Robertaon thought the Kauai peo- 
ple had too much local feeling In the 
case—were prejudiced. In all inter- 
course, Mr. Robertson had not noticed' 
a trace of bad temper in Kalo and bad 
found him an honest man in all things; 


UUt. Brown said the taking of a hu», 


man life by the law was an extremely 
serious matter. The Council IB caHed 
upon to decide If two lives shall _b*j 
given for one. The sympathy of aJl- 
the members no doubt goes oat to- 
Kalo. Mr. Brown, had thought, unttt 
Mr. Dole had eptfken, that Kalo was 
at the bead and front of the awful of- 
fending. The President had gone over 
the evidence eome time after It had 
been «lven and bis Impression, under 
these circumstances was certainly most 
weighty. Upapa seemed as guffity in the 
crime commission as Kalo. It Is diffi- 
cult to dispose of this petition and the 
matter should be moat carefully con- 
sidered. 'Mr. Brown said he had been 
Influenced "by the report of the Presi- 
dent. 


Mr. Wilder said this was the moat 


important case the Council had ever 
been called upon to consider. Perhaps 
the law called for the life of the man 
Kalo, but for himself he 'believed that 
the taking of one life would serve thfr 
ends of justice. 


Mr. Wilder moved to recommend 


commutation to life sentence for Kaio. 


Mr. Ka-ne found a wide difference be- 


tween -the two cases. He did not be- 
lieve 'Kaio equally guilty with Kapea 
and was in favor of the petition for 
leniency. 


Minister Damon eaid that in thte 


matter *he Government was practically 
on trial. In grave affairs in the past 
the authorities of the 'Republic have 
so proceeded as to win the confidence 
and support of artl the people. TJite 
seemed an opportunity to temper jus- 
tice with mercy. Kaio was not so deep 
in the crime as his eon. What effect: 
would the lianging of the two man 
have on our society. 'In the opinion ot 
the Minister mercy should be extended 
to Kaio on the facts and for the reason' 
that justice would be vindicated. 


(Mr. Kennedy was opposed to an off 


hand vote. He did not believe any 
reasons excepting those that could be 
drawn from considerations of justice 
and the law should enter into thought 
on the case. 


Mr. Dole suggested that a committee 


be appointed to report on Saturday. 


Mr. Jones quite agreed with Mr, 


Kennedy. Mr. Jones did not relish- the 
position of being compelled to vote 
on a man's life. In this instance he did 
not calculate on the degrees of guilt 
of any of the other mea. There shaaW< 
be pot to the balance only the question 
of guilt or innocence under the law. 
The speaker wished to do only Jus duty 
and wanted to look into the case for 
himself. 


Mr. Brown agreed with (Messrs, Jones 


and Kennedy that it wouM be well to 
have further time. 


Mr. Phillips could! discern no good 


or sound cause for delay. The case 
had been placed 'before the Council 
fully and fairly. Mr. Phillips gave 
rather eloquently and in detail his 
creed of antagnoism to capital punish- 
ment. Here Is a chance to save a life. 
Mr. Phfllips said he was able to at once 
vote advisedly and conscientiously on 
the petition, "laying aside my ideas 
on capital punishment," said Mr. Phil- 
lips, "I find this man is but an acces- 
sory and we should see that it is pre- 
cisely tn our province to Interfere in a 
case of this kind. 


Mr. Phillips seconded the motion of 


Mr. Wilder. 


Mr. Wflder did not see how postpone- 


ment in any way would In&uenee or ef- 
fect the mind of anyone. 


Mr. Ka-ne also secondeu1 the motion 
Only five members voted—all In the 


affirmative. 


Mr. Dole called for a full vote. 
Mr. Winston moved for postpone- 


ment to Saturday at 2 p. m. Seconded 
by Mr. Brown. Carried by a vote of 
sir to four. 


The President named Messrs. Jones, 


Ka-ne and Winston as members of the 
committee. 


Adjourned to 2 p. m. Saturday.

la but 32 years of age, one of She young- 
est members of the Legislature. He was 
born on the Island of Kauai and 
through residence and interests there 
waa chosen as a House member by 
voters who know ihlm as child and 
man. Mr. Isenberg was taken to Ger- 
many aiad back when he was still in 
long dresses. When he was old enough 
to attend school he was brought to 
Honolulu and enrolled In the private 
academy of A. T. Atkinson, with whom 
be now sits as a lawmaker. There are 
quite a large number of his school 
mates In business and in public life in 
the city today. For the finish to his 
education Mr. Isenberg waa sent to 
Germany. In the land of his father he 
waa a student 10 years. Seven of the 
years were spent in famous gymna- 
siums and colleges. Two years were 
spent on a farm where there was 
taught tilling the soil, dairy manage- 
ment, etc. One year was spent in a 
beet sugar refinery. It was tihe inten- 
tion to (have Mr. Isenberg a Hawaiian 
plantation man. He mastered the up- 
per branches of sugar production, but 
has always preferred farming and 
stock raising, and is entirely at home 
and wholly satisfied on his splendid 
ranch, a few miles from the capital It 
was while tn Europe that Mr, laenberg 
had the attention of tbe best teachers 
given to the cultivation of his remark. 
able tenor voice. He la a thorough 
musician who is sometimes heard in 
public here, and who if be willed, might 
be upon the operatic stage. One of the 
finest things ever heard in any coun- 
try, was the singing of Mr. Isenberg, 
when "n Travatore" was presented by 
local talent here, under the direction 
of Mrs. Montagne-Turner.

"Of course the Gov- 
ernment makes mistakes sometimes,'* 
says the member of the House, "but 
everyone knows that the Administra- 
tion is honest, well meaning and care- 
ful and responsible. Stable govern- 
ment is what the country must have."

the native Hawaiiena and of Island in- 
terests. He is a mam of few words, but 
always speaks his mind without equi- 
vocation. Liberal in 'his ideas and 
pleasant m all intercourse, he makes 
friends In public as he has in private 
life. Mr. Isenberg is on the commit- 
tees for military and commerce and so 
far bas done excellent service when- 
ever called upon. 


SQUADRON 
PLACED. 


Secretary Long Prepares to De. 


fend the Coast. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.— Follow- 


ing -the announcement today that the 
torpedo flotilla had left the Caojarlea 
came this announcement by Secretary 
Long, indicating the placing of our 
squadron and fleet on a war footing:

FLOTILLA HAS 
STARTED. 


Spain's Fleet Leaves Canary Isl- 


ands for Porto Rico. 


WASHINGTON, March- 24.—Cable- 


grams coming frran. three different 
sources, announcing that Spain's for- 
midable torpedfc flotilla was iheaded in 
this direction, were the principal dis- 
turbing elements In the developments 
of the day. In the Navy Department 
the news caused a great stir. It caused 
renewed activity ta the work of naval 
preparations 
and resulted 
in the 


prompt allotment of an additional mil- 
lion dollars1 tor the pureihase and fit- 
ting out of an improvised torpedo fleet. 


The news ot the flotilla's departure 


came from three official sources, res- 
pectively to the State, Navy and War 
departments. It is that thirteen swift 
torpedo boat destroyers and torpedo 
boats, the hornets of tihe Spanish navy, 
left the Canary Islands today for Porto 
Rico. These vessels are merely accom- 
panied by armed transports and not 
by men-of-war, although Spain had 
proposed to protect the flotilla by the 
ChriaWbal Colon, an armored cruiser 
of 7000 tons.

Senate Comittee Reports OE a 


BiB for Lilt fines 


THE INCOME TAX 
DISCUSSED 


Amendment Opposed By Ministry. 


House Resolution On Introduc- 


tion Of Bills. 


Thirty-sixth Day, April 5. 


The Commerce Committee reported 


on a substitute liquor license bil'l. One 
of toe Important features in the new 
bill, to insure the letting of the li- 
censes only in communities where the 
majority of the residents favor them, 
is in the provision that applicants mast 
first obtain the endorsement of the 
majority of the responsible members 
of the district. The number of licenses 
for each district Is regulated by the 
number of inhabitants and the road 
traffic. With the exception of four 
districts the number of licenses for 
each is restricted to three. Waiklki, 
Moanalua and Kapalama shall be 
granted each one in this district, pro- 
vided any are allowed. The licenses 
are to be placed at $200 each. 


Senators 'Holatein and Schmidt of 


the committee' say, in recommending 
the substitute bill: "The report at the 
Marshal and the respective Sheriffs 
show that the illicit selling of spiritu- 
ous liquors is being carried on with- 
out being checked in other districts 
and that some legislation covering the 
grounds mentioned in the measure 
should be enacted. 
• "The free Importation of California 
wines, was a temperance measure, and 
such licenses as these will Insure the 
means In the outer districts against 
the "drinking of such stuff, as now are 
illicitly sold." 


Senator Baldwin of the committee 


reported as follows: "I am not in favor 
of saloons, but illicit traffic, especially 
tn the outer districts, has increased to 
such: an extent that it seems to be wise 
to bring the traffic under better con- 
trol aod more under the »arveiaa»ce 
of the police by'wefl guarded jaw. The 
Sheriffs of the Islands urge that this 
be done. The law proposed is well 
guarded and no license can be issued 
under its provisions in any district 
except on the approval of the responsi- 
ble citizens of the district In writing." 


The amendment to the tax act pre- 


sented by the Finance Committee was 
returned from the Printing Commit- 
tee and considered. The discussion 
which it provoked was principally on 
the definition of the word "mercan- 
tile" in its application in the act In 
a number of cases under the act as n 
was enforced in 1897, it was asserted 
that the tax assessor^app^ied Schedule 
E in addition to the tax on purely mer- 
cantile houses where business consist- 
ed in stock in trade and* the profits 
were derived from soiling such stock. 
Senators Schmidt and Brown advocat- 
ed the passage of the amendment, 
maintaining that under Its provisions 
the interpretation and the application 
of the section were both clearly defined 
and were not left to the discretion of 
the Finance Dpartment No objection 
was made on their part to the proper 
taxation of businesses, but they held 
that the amendment covered just the 
point ID dispute and regulated the ap- 
plication of the Schedule as was In- 
tended by the Legislature in enacting 
the law and prevented- the exposure 
of private affairs when not caHed for. 


Senator Baldwin waa not thorough- 


ly prepared to vote for bhe amendment. 
He feared that the word mercantile 
allowed too much latitude. 
Many 


firms were conducting a business which 
was made up of several branches. 
In one sense H might foe considered 
purely a mercantile establishment, in 
another It would dearly come within 
the meaning of the schedule. For this 
reason the amendment was not suffi- 
ciently defined. 


•Both, the Attorney-General and Min- 


ister Damon were opposed to the am- 
endment The former took the ground 
that it would practically defeat the 
purposes of the tax act in part as 
there would be no metbod of determin- 
ing what waa a mercaaiiie bustaess 
If DO returns were to be made. The 
present act, he argued, called for a 
reborn and it waft on that basis thxt 
the tax assessor performed his work. 
If the amendment, that mercantile 
houses abortd make DO statement, 
abcrald be enforced the assoatfrr oouKt

The House bill relating to a new 


division of tax appeal districts and 
placing the appointment of appeal 
courts In the hands of the President, 
waa passed section by section on sec- 
ond reading. Third reading was set 
for Wednesday! 
Senator MoCandless introduced his 


bill making plumbing regulations for 
the Kona district of Oahu. The bMl is 
a voluminous document. In it are in- 
corporated specific regulations in oper- 
ation in American cities providing for 
pipes, faucets draining and the like. 
It also provides for the appointment 
by the Board of Health of a Board 
of Examiners, the chairman of which 
shaH te the Superintendent of Public 
Works, exoffloio, with' two other mem- 
bers who shall be master plumbers. 
AM plumbers shall be examined by this 
Board before licenses shall be issued 
to them. For the licenses the master 
plumbers shall pay |5 and the .Journey- 
men $1. All plumbing work and spe- 
cifications for work shaH toe Inspected 
and approved by an Inspector to be 
appointed by the Board of Health. 
Provisions are made for enforcing the 
regulations and penalties are attached. 
The bill passed first reading and went 
to the Printing Committee. 


Senators Kauhane and1 Holstein were

"Printing 80,000 postal cards, 1713.50." 


fThe report was 'laid on the table to 


be considered with the bill. 
Bep. iLoebenstein presented the re- 


port of the Committee on Public Lands 
«a various petitions and resolutions. 
Eeferred to the Printing Commdttee 
to be printed. 
Hep. Pogue asked for 30 days exten- 


sion of time for the Finance Commit- 
tee to consider the rapid transit and 
H*lo Electric Railway bills. Rep. Rob- 
ertson objected saying that 15 daya 
was ample. The vote on 15 days stood 
5 to 5, Vice-Speaker Kaai voted on 
"Rep. Robertson's side." 


Hep. Paris presented the following

•large amount of sake imported InU 
the Republic, a large proportion of 
which was consumed by the native 
Hawailans on whom the effect was one 
to be deplored. That owing to the pas- 
sage of the act which this bill pro- 
poses to amend, and which went into 
effect July 1st, 1897, the importation 
of sake has gradually diminished, until 
for the first three months of 1898, tbe 
amount lonfported was only 2983 gal 
Ions. rThat, in consequence the con 
sumption by the native Haiwailans has 
almost entirely stopped since the tak- 
ing effect of the act of 1896. From 
which your committee deduct the con- 
clusion that the high duty imposed 
by the said act has placed this kind of 
liquor at such/ a (high price that the 
native Hawailans have either used 
less beverages of this nature, or 
aave sought some other beverage, 
which does not have the deplorable 
effct which sake has. On inquiry, your 
committee believe that the sake used 
in Japan is a much milder and another 
article than that commonly retailed 
here, whether the substance or subr 
stances in sake which cause this de- 
plorable effect on those drinking this 
liquor is added before or after impor- 
tation, we are unable to determine. 


"Your committee believe that it Is 


impossible to import the sake used in 
Japan, into this country, unless the 
same be fortified with more or less 
alcohol or other fortifying spirit or 
substance. Again on Inquiry, your 
iommlttee have cause to 'believe that 
otte amount of saJke used among the 
Japanese laborers here does not nearly 
amount to the quantity named in the 
jetition, that a large mumoer of the 
t>etter class of laiborers do not use 
sake, but very little if any, and that 
consequently the present law creates 
no hardships over them. 


''Again, the present bill by imposing 


a special duty on sake, wouild discrim- 
nate either for or against the same, 
which your committee do not consider 
wise to do at this time. We do there- 
fore recommend that the Wll and pe- 
tition be laid on the table." 


Report laid on the table to be con- 


sidered with the bill. 
First and second readings of House 


Bill*41, relating to the erection of 
steam laundries in the city of Hono- 
lulu. 


Rep. Wilder as chairman- of the 


Commerce Committee, explained the 
reason for bringing in the substitute 
>ill. The committee had looked care- 
fully into the matter and bad found 
that the Government had been to a 
great expense in the ereetion of wash- 
tiouses in Iwilei. This was done as a 
sanitary measure. Although all the 
rooms were occupied toy Chinamen the 
cost of building the wash-houses had 
not been realized as yet 'by the Gov- 
ernment from rent. Erecting a steam 
laundry within the city limits should 
not be considered without the prob- 
able effect on the Government income. 
The Commission 'had' decided that a 
license must not 'be issued to one per- 
son, but must be" made general and the 
license put at such a sum as to exclude 
all small fry who might want to set 
up a steam laundry with a "boiler on a 
wheelbarrow and a smali machine. 
The license had been .placed at $150. 
He was sorry to notice a motion to 
reduce this to $100. 


•After quite a little discussion, the 


license section was reduced tn $100.

Commdttee on Public 'Health and Edu-r 
cation on House bill 62, to prohibit 
children under the age of 15 years from 
smoking tobacco, as follows: "The db* 
ject of the bill is sufficiently 
In its title. Your committee are 
opinion that the imprisonmen't of 
dren for such an offense as smoking to- 
bacco would only tend to the Increase, 
of crime and the mating of criminal^ 
We therefore recommend that the 'bill 
be indefinitely postponed." 


Both reports were laid on the table 


to be considered with the bills. 


Rep. Gear introduced a resolution to 


the effect that $10,000 be appropriated 
for macadamizing t!he Punchbowl road 
between the Pauoa road and Alapai 
street. 


The resolution introduced by Rep. 


Robertson on Tuesday relating fo the 
limit of time for .the introduction Of 
new bills into the House, was brought 


for consideration. 'Rep. Robertson 


moved to amend tlhe resolution to read 
the 18th instead of the ULth of April.

He took '.his to 
the Minister of the Interior and was 
refused a license. There was a clear 
case of conflict Minister Damon ex- 
plaind thin by saying that the people 
of tie vicinity had petitioned against 
she granting of & He ease to Tal Kee 
The Executive considered It their duty 
to listen to the wishes of the people 
round about.

Rep Robertson stated 
that he voted for the sake bill at the 
last session of the legislature with 
the Idea that there was aomethlng in- 
jurious, something poisonous, in uais 
iiquor brought in in such large Quanti- 
ties from Japan. He had1 since .that 
time ascertained that the oalke brought 
here contained nothing deleterious and 
(was of less alcoholic strength) than 
a great many of the alcoholic drinks 
brought into the country at a much 
smaller percentage. The sake brought 
here varies in alcoholic strength from 
•13 to 18 per cent. Sometimes it does 
not go above 11 per cent. 


Minister Dam-on was not In favor of 


reducing the duty of fifty cents with 
one fell swoop. He believed It should 
be placed' at sixty cents. The revenue 
of the Government should be decreased 
very perceptibly with the great reduc- 
tion of duty. 


Other members of the House spoke 


for and against the amendment pre- 
sented! by 'Rep. Robertson and the 
House took a recess until 1:30 p. m. 


A-PTERNOON SESSION. 


Tihe (Minister of Foreign Affairs pre- 


sented the following answer to a ques- 
tion propounded by Rep. (Atkinson:

tion; that there is not much hope of 
relief from) the foreign oonporatdon 
controlling -the present tramway sys- 
tem, 
and your petitioners therefore 


respectfully pray favorable considera- 
tion of the bill granting a franchise to 
a local association." 


Petition referred to bhe special com- 


mittee having such matters in hand. 


Continuation of the sake bill in 


second reading. The motion to place 
the duty on sake at fifty cents was 
put. The vote stood' six to six. The 
Vice-Speaker voted on the side of fifty 
cents. The vote on 'the passage of nhe 
bill resulted in the same vote. The 
bin passed by the vote of the Vice- 
Speak«r.

Bar for the purpose of considering the 
compilation of the iPenal laws by S.

The Attorney-General presided and 
among those present were members 
of the committee to whom- the matter 
had been referred as well as tibe -roost 
prominent attorneys of the city. 


The first business of the meeting was 


the report of the committee which was 
as folows: 
W. O. SMtPEH, 'Esq., Chairman of Ha- 


waiian Bar Association. 


Dear Sir:—Tour committee, appoint- 


ed February 21st, 1898, for the purpose 
at comparing the Penal Laws compiled 
by 3. 31. Ballon, Esq., and1 entitled, 
•"The Penal Laws of *he Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, 1897," with the existing penal 
.statute laws, and also for -the purpose 
of ascertaining whether said Penal 
Laws contain all the Penal Laws of 
this Republic, begs to report that said 
Penal Laws contain and embrace, as 
far as your Committee fcnowa and has 
been able to ascertain, aH of the Penal 
Laws of the Hawaiian Islands, and 
that with ithe exception of the follow- 
ing matters said Penal 'Laws agree in 
manner and1 form with the Penal 
Statutes of the 'Hawaiian Islands. 


EXCEPTIONS. 


1. Sections 65, 66 and 67 of said 


Compiled Laws, the same 'being Sec- 
tions 6S-67 of S. I* 1895, lAct 9, Ha 
been declared void and inoperative; R. 
TO. Ld Shai, 10 Haw. 262; we think the 
note should state that they have been 
so declared. 


2. Section 205, Penal Laws, word 


"to" omitted. It should be as in Sec- 
tion 3, 8. L. 1884, Chapter 51, "shall 
supply to the same" Instead of "shall 
supply the same," as in said Penal 
Laws. 


3. Section 324, (Penal Laws, reads 


"or liable to be injured thereby," 
should be "are liable to be Injured 
thereby." See Penal Cod*, Ob. 36, Sec- 
tion 1. 


4. Penal 'Laws, Section 425: All ol 


said Section has been repealed except 
the last paragraph, which reads, "The 
possession of such distilled liquor shall 
be prima facie evidence, etc." See 
Govt v. Sakuhachi, 9 'Haw. 388. We 
think the note should state that the 
same has been so repealed. 


5. Penal Laws, Section 541, reads 


"to ahow that arms or munitions of 
war;" It Should read as in P. G. Act 
34, "to show that such anna or muni- 
tions of war." 


6. Section £10 Penal Laws state the 


fee for granting marriage licenses to 
be twenty-five cents. Should be "one 
dollar" as per S. L. 1886, Chapter 21. 


7. IPenal Laws, Section 1077,read3 


"and in default or payment," should 
read, "and In default of payment." 
See S. L. 1886, Chap. '10, Sec. 6. 


8. Penal Laws, Sec 1003, the fol- 


lowing: and covered with inflammable 
material lor sign or any other pur- 
pose," is left out. See S. L. 1886, Oh. 
2, Sec. 4. 
9. Penal Laws, Section 1094; Che fol- 


lowing: "upon an order from tie Min- 
ister of the Interior;" is omitted. See 
S. L. 1886, Ch. 2, Sec. 5. 


10. Penal Laws, Sec. 1249 refers to 


Sec. 938 of Civil Laws; ft should refer 
to Sec. 948 of Civil Laws. 


While it Is probably correct to have 


all laws which may have been declared 
•unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, 
though not expressly repealed by the 
Legislature, appear in said Penal Laws, 
yet it causes some confusion if nothing 
appears In the note to show that such 
action has been taken by the Supreme 
Court. 


Tour Committee considers the com- 


pilation of these Penal 'Laws aa a 
most admirable work and reflecting 
much credit upon the compiler, for the 
accuracy and completeness with which 
such work has been performed.

At a regular meeting of the National 


Board of Health, held in the offices at 
the Judiciary Building at 4:30 yester- 
day afternoon, the matters considered 
covered quite a range. 


Those who attended the meeting 


were President Smith, Secretary Wll- 
cox, Dr. Day, -Dr. Emerson, T. P. Lan- 
sing, L. D. Kelliplo, Dr. Alvarez, Dr. 
Monsarrat, Inspector J. D. McVeigh. 


The Maternity Home has invested in 


a $1,000 bond of the Oahu Railway & 
Land Co. and still has a neat balance 
ota •hand. 


Letters were' read citing that there 


was no Government physician in Kau 
district. Dr. Capron has left and Dr. 
Macmillan is acting for the planta- 
tions only. The matter will be held in 
abeyance for a time. 


It was suggested that notice be given 


to all concerned that hereafter the 
purchase of a practice including the 
post of Goveraunenit physician, would 
not meet with the approval of the 
Board. No formal action was taken 
in these premises. 


Dr. Moore of the HHo hospital re- 


commended that Dr. Fanny Wetmore 
be made a consulting physician for 
Hilo hospital. The board at once made 
the appointment, agreeing with Dr. 
Moore that it would be wise to have a 
woman on the staff. 


President Smith remarked on 23 


deaths during the months of March of 
persons unattended/ Of this number 
18 were Hawaiians, 4 Chinese and 1 
Portuguese. The weather was blamed 
to some degree for the alarming high 
rate of mortality. 
President Smith 


wished the matter of so many persons 
dying unattended to be given careful 
attention. He added that in some cases 
there was doubtless attendance that 
was not reported. Dr. Day hinted that 
Jt might be a good plan to require cer- 
tificate of cause of death from a physi- 
cian. The matter will be considered 
later. 


Two tenders for supplying beef cattle 


to the Molokai Settlement for six 
months were received. The Molokai 
Ranch Company said Bty cents for 
dressed beef and the Trustees of the 
Parker estate said 5 cents. The con- 
tract was awarded to the lower bidder 
jy unanimous vote.

A LOCAL HUI IS TO LEASE 


Young Men Form An Association- 


Will Give Good Clean Sport. 


To Provide Pace. 


- Cyclomere Is to remain. 


'Mr. Desky has not relented at all. 


He atiil! clings in a remarkably fixed 
manner to his determination to have 
no more to with bicycle racing. But 
racing on the scenic track has not 
ended. There is in store for the thou- 
sand's of Honolulu people who like the 
track events any number of good pro- 
grama 


(An association of young men who 


agree that good, clean racing should 
be continued here will take hold of 
Cyclomere on a lease. The young men 
are aH responsible citizens, well known 
and would not under any circumstances 
allow their names to toe used or iden- 
tify themselves with other than cor- 
rect sporting. There are flve In the 
hui, and four are riders. Two of the 
riders have been very prominent in all 
the meets at the track. 


During the forenoon today an ar- 


rangement for the lease of the track, 
practically settled upon yesterday, will 
be entered into formally by the sign- 
Ing of ipapers. An early announce- 
ment will be made of the first meet 
under the direction of the Company. 
The racers wdll probably be given 
about two weeks In which to train. 
In the meantime the track and grounds 
will receive such repairs and attention 
as may be required. Comparatively 
little damage has been done by the re- 
cent storms. 
In speaking yesterday of the report 


that the track was to be used for rac- 
ing again, (Mr. Desky said: "It is not 
necessary, perhaps, to say again, that 
I am In earnest in my intention to 
have personally, nothing more to do 
with bicycle racing. It has worried 
me too much, and then I have more 
important matters that demand about 
all the time one man can command. I 
will mmke considerable mon«y by doing 
away with Cyclomere park and sell- 
ing the lots, particularly since It Is 
settled that the Iron Works are in 
time going to that neighborhood. How- 
ever, I win sacrifice something for the 
sake of encouraging a sport of whlcl 
so many people here are fond. I will 
not stand in the way of some one else 
handling the track if they are capable 
and responsible people. Tie boys who 
are now negotiating have the confi- 
dence of the best people In Honolulu 
and I believe they will be successful 
I have refused to entertain any pro- 
posal to let the track out from week 
to week or month to month. I wouW 
listen to no lease term of less than 
half a year I have told them that it 
may be said that it Is the same as 
settled that a deal will go through 
It had been a hope of mine from the 
time I started operations in Kewalo 
that Cyclomere could be kept as a 
place of resort. There Is nothing finer 
of the Wnd In any country. The pec- 
pie to a large extent seemed to think 
the same, but there were some trouble 
makers who made the thing a burden 
to me and to my other business. So 
far as I am concerned now, the track 
may run along for quite a time if the 
public approves of it." 


One of the young men wiho will lead 


In the operations of the hul says of 
the future of the enterprise: "We are 
going Into this thing to keap racing 
alive here. We believe that In time the 
people will come to the frame of mind 
teat they will refuse to allow any 
thought of dispensing with the track. 
It Is a fine pleasure place for every- 
body, whether they know anything 
about wheeling or not. We have ro 
Idea of piling up lots of money for 
ourselves. Indeed, we shall be satis- 
fied if the venture pays us a very mod- 
erate return In a strictly business way 
Five of us will put in conaldeirable of 
our time and we shall be comtpelled 
to hire some help. We do not claim bv 
any means that we will revolutionize 
racing or show the people such sport 
as they never heard of, but we will be 
mighty careful and painstaking In 
everything. In the first place there 
wlH not be entertained for an Instant 
from any quarter the slightest sign of 
rowdyism. Persons who cannot be- 
have themselves will be promptly tak- 
en from the track. We are going to 
improve racing and avoid a whole Iff; 
of wranpllng by pacing every scratch 
race. This was advocated by a num- 
ber from the first, but was not don? 
We can afford it, because two of our 
borB will do little else. We hope to b« 
able to offer such prizes as will attract 
the riders and to satisfy them In all 
other ways and we hope to have pro-

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THE NATIVE GIRLS. 


A person1 familiar with the condition 
d the native Hawaiian woman, In re- 
ply to the complaint of a native woman 
that appeared on Tuesday In our 
eobnuns, that she and others were suf- 
fering from foreign competition, states 
fhftt-the native -women have failed to 
take advantage of their opportunites In 
Che matter of domestic service; that 
there has always been a willingness to 
naa them aa domestics, .but Chat they 
flail to answer the purpose. It Is, we 
Jtelieve, a fact that .the inatives and 
part natives, who have considerable 
means, do not employ them, but gener- 
ally prefer the Asiatics aa domestics 
M the. natives themselves prefee: for- 
eigners to their own race, in this re- 
spect, it shows the want of confidence 
of the_.n»tiveB to .their own people 
Kven as Muutresaea they-do not gen- 
erally g*re (satisfaction, pwtog :to: their 
rather tadolent-habits,; and* want of 
ambition. Of course, there are excep- 
tions to this general statement, and 
the lot of some native, and part na- 
tive women is a'hard one, 'because they 
are -willing and anxious to work, 


From a'philanthropic standpoint the 


case of the native girls is a -difficult 
one. Just what to do with them, how to 
educate them, how to aid them, -with- 
out making them objects of charity, is 
a matter that has for a long time, 
caused much anxious thought among 
their white friends. Even if simple 
industries were provided .for them, it 
mmalna a question whether or not they 
would meet the requirements. 


The experiment of training them to 


carry oat some general industry, on a 
large scale, has not been tried. Thor- 
ough training, mot teaching, is requlr- 
«d for euch a purpose. Many industries 
might be suggested, but there would 
be no success tn it, unless there was a 
persistent trailing of the pupils for 
several years. But would the native 
girls engage in it? Are not the social 
conditions here such that they would 
refuse to follow it in any considerable 
numbers? 
Would they be steady 


workers? 


The question of the education, of 


these girls la a most iperplexlng one. 
One thing is certain, the education of 
the head is useless, unless that educa-j 
tiro can. command a .corresponding 
support Hie American girl is finding 
4bat support in many ways. Is there 
any opening for the native girl? 


CHEAP ALCOHOL. 


One of the most important articles 


used in the manufacturing of many 
things is alcohol. Take any one of the 
encyclopedias of the various industries 
aad look up the very extensive part it 
takes, and how impossible it would be 
to carry them on without it This ar- 
ticle, so valuable and absolutely ne- 
cessary in the arts, also plays the mis- 
chief with man's morals and stomach. 
•mis two-sided character of the fluid 
snakes complications and confusiotn in 
dealing with it, in its social relations. 
Why do not the temperance women of 
the world refuse to use prefumery on 
the ground that the substance that 
fcotts the perfume is the very substance 
tfcAt keeps the "saloon" agoing? 


We forbid the manufacture of alco- 


hol here. On the other hand, the 
United States encourage the 'home pro- 
duction of it, by placimg a high pro- 
tective duty on it We are assimilat- 
ing ourselves to American civilization 
with a vengeance. We follow one poli- 
cy. The United States follows a di- 
rectly opposite policy. There Is some- 
thing loose in our statesmanship. Why 
did -we not make it a condition of an- 
nexation that the United States forbid 
the manufacture ol whiskey and alco- 
hol tn every State in the Union? 


The high duty on alcohol prevents 


the building up of a number of small 
industries here. Many of th* articles 
•old by druggist* require alcohol In the 
preparation. The labor of manufactur- 
ing these articles can be obtained 
bere. We drive these chemical manu- 
facturers to England. Germany, France 
for stuff that should be made here, and 
gtre employment to our own people.

The 
high price of alcohol forbade It In 1896 
an Englishman, in California, trained 
in the extensive lavender perfumery 
business of England, and familiar with 
the cultivation of flowers used In mak 
ing perfumes in France, proposed to 
start the industry here, owing to the 
ease of raising certain .flowers here 
On finding out the price of alcohol he 
gave up the project 


It la perhaps needless to say that i 


cheap alcohol was required to the pro* 
ductlon of sugar, we would have it 
regardless of consequences. 


THE LIGHTHOUSE AGAIN. 


Before Senator McCandless made 


public charge against Superintendent 
Rowell of building an unstable light 
house at Diamond Head, he should, as 
he fcad the power to do so, have called 
tor the data regarding its construction 
and it would have been furnished by 
the "Interior Department Upon this 
data ie could have made his criticisms, 
and have shown.that Mr. Rowell "got 
behind the: lighthouse," Jost as the 
Senator got behind It, when he furious- 
ly charged the Government .with 
waste of public money, in Junketing 
trips. He chose, ihowever,. to make a 
slanderous attack, of the most unjus- 
tifiable character, upon a public officer 
and engineer. Having filled himself 
up with a keg full of "high and solemn 
doty," 'he doesn't like the Advertiser, 
when it also sucks through a straw, 
some of the same "high and solmen 
duty," and at once toe starts off his lit-

We have again alluded to this sub- 
ect because there has been a wanton, 
llnatnred, and wicked attack upon a 
man who has by his economy, ingenui- 
y and unappreciated devotion to ibis 
work, saved much money to the State. 


Attacks of this kind drive many men, 


who would be 'honest public servants, 
to robbing public treasuries, on the 
ground that public honesty is more 
lomored in breach of it, than in the 
observance. Such attacks tend to keep 
men who respect themselves out of 
mblic offices. 


TENANTS -AND 
LAND 
OWNERS. 


Several days ago, we asserted that 


the tillers of the soil, who owned their 
own land were, largely, the backbone 
of the Anglo-Saxon races. We stated 
that the number of owners of soil on 
these Islands, excepting the natives, 
were only 3 per cent, of the people, and 
this small percentage might Involve 
serious consequences in time. Our con- 
.emporary, the Bulletin, met this view 
by quoting a table of statistics, which 
showed that 70 per cent of the Ameri- 
can families were tenant families. The 
nference was, of course, that our so- 
cial condition in this respect was very 
sound, and that our views must there- 
ore be wrong. 
We now present a few figures from 


the Census tables of the United States, 
n 1830, the total number of families 
in the United States was 12,690,152. Of 
.hese only 62.20 per cent hired farms 
and homes, while 47.80 per cent owned 
them. The Census even omitted any 
account of farms vnder three acres. 


Of -the families living on farms, 34.08 


per cent, were merely tenants, while 
65.32 owned tielr farms. 


Of 1,749,579 families living in 420 cit- 


ies, of which the population ranged 
rrom 5.000 to 100,000 end the owner- 
ship of real estate is largely concen- 
trated in the hands of a few, the '.en- 
ants numbered 54.04 per cent and the

SENATOR THURSTON AND CUBA.

If it was a tem- 
perance measure, it was adopted in 
.pite of the best human experience to 
the contrary. No amount of local pro- 
duction of excellent clarets has made 
the American people a wine drinking 
people. Cheap as it is, It is not gen- 
erally used in hotels, 'boarding houses 
or homes. The Americans like beer, 
and (prefer it. Some of them like 
whiskey smd will take nothing else. 
One may stop at a hundred average 
lotete, and the bar rooms will furnish 
them only whiskey and beer. Even in 
California, the cheap native wines are 
not largely used at home, but are ex- 
ported. 


We might as well try to make the 


people here, excepting the Portuguese, 
drink muscatel as claret 


When our Legislature cut off a cheap 


supply of sake <to the Japanese, it acted 
n a paternal way with a vengesmce. It 
raised, mot a question of revenue, but 
one of forcing national customs. Just 
as it would have disturbed the com- 
munity, if it had put an internal rev- 
enue duty on milk of a dollar a gallon. 
The American Government, in its re- 
cent search for revenue, dared not raise 
the price of beer 1 cent per glass.

The Japan ese have no voting pow- 


er, but it is not safe *o try experi- 
ment •oriti large bodies of men. If 
they feel injured, the time eoroes 
they get their revenge. 


The question of revenue is impor-

Labor Laws Be Repealed? 


MR. .EDITOR.—Views regjardlng 


the effect of «fllminating the penal 
clause of the master and servant Act 
of the Hawaiian taws are now solicited. 
As 1 have lived a number of years 
where a master and servant Act was 
unknown and several years here where 
t is known, I am of the opinion the 
penal part of the law could be elimin- 
ated 'Without injury to the planting 
nterest here, provided tthe same liber- 
al provisions are retained -that we DOW 
enjoy for obtaining laborers. 


(The penal Clause of the tow may 


check desertion in some cases, but I 
find In actual practice that wben. a 
aborer determines to go, he goes and 
the law is powerless to prevent him 
caving. 


If he is discovered and returned to 


his contract service at considerable 
cost to his empfloyer, he can and fre- 
quently does go again in a few days.

SENATE. 


• Thirty-eighth Day. April 7. 


The Senate again met with several 


vacant chain. Business wae disposed 
of promptly.

Sena- 
tor Brown from the Judiciary Commit- 
tee reported an amended bill author- 
ising appeals on bills ot exemption, 
and the Senate adjourned to Monday. 


HOUSE. 


At the opening of the House yester- 


day, Rep. Robertson, reported for the 
Judiciary Committee on Resolution 63. 
asfcing for an appropriation of $60( 
for copying the records of the Circuit 
Court of ttie Second1-Circuit. Tihe com- 
mittee could see no reason, why the 
appropriation should be made. There 
was no need of copying again *he rec- 
ords of the Court referred to, since 
fire-proof walls now surround the 
Court House. 


Rep. Robertson reported as follows 


for the Judiciary Committee on House 
Bill 60, relating to the Importation and 
sale of opium: 
"The object of the bill is to repeal 


those portions of the opium law which 
give to the informer one-fhalf of al 
fines collected from persons convicted 
under the law. 


"We believe that much of the cor- 


ruption, which it Is generally admitted 
exists with reference to the opium traf- 
fic, la induced by reason of the prac- 
tice of giving informers a stare of the 
fines. 
An interview -wjbh) Marsha; 


Brown has confirmed this belief. The 
existence of the present provisions of 
the law is a standing temptation to in- 
formers and weak police officials to 
commit conspiracy and perjury. Andi 
we may here remark that the Inform- 
ers' share of these fines does not al- 
ways reach toe real informer, but Is 
frequently divided with paid officers 
of the Government whose duty il 
shouSd toe to enforce the law without 
compensation beyond their regular 
salaries. 


"XL is also to he noticed ,that the 


bill does not attter «he provision of the 
law which allows to informers the sum 
of one dollar per vound on all opium 
captured so, that ithe Incentive to work 
up 'large cases still remains. 
"For these reasons we recommend 


the bill pass."

A wide tire is a road-maker msteat 
of a road-breaker, especially over dirt 
roads, auch ae are to be found in the 
outer distrlctfl. This point bw been 
k«pt hi view by a large number of 
those in charge .of plantation interests, 
who already have substituted wide 
tires In place of the old narrow ones, 
and by these mean* have not only suc- 
ceeded in performing their heavy haul- 
ing under the most unfavorable con- 
dHiome, -but furthermore have eucceed- 
ed m maintaining their roadways. 


"No one disputes the philosophy of 


wide tires and no one as yet seems 
to have had any good reason why they 
should not be used, while on the con- 
trary all |bie arguments are in favor 
of enacting this wise provision. We 
therefore recommend that the bill 
pass."

now come. Not action in Che -Maine 
case. I (hope and trust that (this govern- 
ment will take action on the Cuban 
situation entirely outside of the Maine 
case. When the Maine report is re- 
ceived, if it "be found that our ship and 
sailors were blown up by some outside 
explosive, we will have ample pre- 
paration without quibble or delay, and 
if the exiploston can be traced to Span- 
ish official sources there will be sucli 
swift and terrible punishment adjudged 
as will remain a warning to the world 
forever.

Bend me by express, the revolver with 
which I shot Anthony F. O'Neill in 
18727 (Having been pardoned, I believe 
I am entitled to It, The Hawaiian 
Government returned the one I shot 
Capt Wm. Stott with, and In both 
these affairs time has Justified my ac- 
tion 
I am living alone on my ranch 


and am bothered with petty. thieves 
and burglars. 
I want something to 


protect my life and property with, 
therefore make this request, assuring 
you that only a proper use will be 
made of the weapon. Yours respect- 
fully, 
"'JAMBS C KING'" 


"WLt. Olcott directed his stenogra- 


pher to notify Mr. King that revolvers 
raed in shooting cases in New York 
were very seldom returned to the per- 
sons who used them, and that the 
shooting referred to in Mr King's let- 
ter had occurred so long ago that the 
revolver had1 probably been sold. 


"The shooting to which King refers 


occurred on the afternoon of Novem- 
ber 18, 1872, at 42 Pine street, in the 
affice of Judge Josiah Sutherland. 


**King was at that time a lawyer 


living at 140 East Seventh street The 
man he killed -was Anthony F. O'Neill 
of 50 West Thirty-fourth street. 


"A month previous to the tragedy 


Kinfe's wife began a suit for divorce 
Judge Sutherland was appointed re- 
feree in the case, and the hearing was 
leld in -his office in Pine street. 


"O'Nelll, who was a detective em- 


ployed by the Erie Railroad Company, 
testified before the referee acts of 
cruelty on King's part toward his wife. 


"TOken the hearing adjourned on the 


*ay ehat O'Neill gave his testimony 
King followed O'Neill out of the re- 
feree's office and shot him as he was 
passing down the stairs. 


"O'Neill died immedia'telv 
King 


walked back mto the referee s office 
and handed the pistol to Judge Suther- 


tion." It la stated by those who re- 
collect the shooting of Captain Stott 
that Kl«g would easily have avoided 
firing the ahot. As to the New York 
affair, the facts of the killing are given 
by the Sun. A gentleman now in Ho- 
nolulu who was In New York at the 
time O'Neill was shot to death says 
that King was convicted of murder and 
sentenced to suffer the death penalty. 
He remained In the Toombs (Jail) sev- 
eral months under stay of execution. 
Then the commutation dt his punish- 
ment of life Imprisonment was se- 
cured. He was sent to Sing Sing peni- 
tentiary, was there a number of years 
and then transferred to Auhura. Here 
be became the cell-mate and close 
friend of Flak, the man who reached 
prison out of the Grant-Ward broker- 
ige and defalcation scandals. 
This 


companionship was the salvation of 
King. It gave him an Influence that 
resulted in his release from prison. 
At the end of one of the terms of Gov- 
ernor Hill it waa discovered to the 
astonishment ot all, that the executive 
had'quietly, really privately pardon- 
ed King 
This clemency was given 


without an Intimation to the Board of 
Pardons and entirely outside the usual 
channels. It was a clandestine affair 
brought about by friends of Fiske. 


King served more than twenty years 


in the prisons of New York. 
Imme- 


diately upon securing liberty he Journ- 
eyed far and is now heard of In the 
remarkable note given above and 
awakening memory on the Atlantic's 
shore and m the middle of the Paci- 
fic

The shooting m this country to 


which Jas C King refers made a big 
sensation for Honolulu nearly 35 jears 
ago 
Only the oldest kamaainas have 


Cap- 
tain Stott was the father-in-law of 
King 
The wound Inflicted was not a 


serious one 


The affray 
took place on Queen 
street m front of the butcher shop of 
Jas I Dowsett, about opposite one of 
the Waterhouse stores 
A wordy al- 


tercation preceded the actual conflict 
It was not the first time the two men 
had quarrelled 
After the sharp talk- 


ing had continued for a time Captain 
Stott was seen to raise his heavy cane 
to strike the husband of his daughter 
King drew his revolver, which at that 
period was considered a fine firearm 
and shot at once. Captain Stott was 
a heavy, fleshy man and the bullet 
buried itself in some of his faL 
He 


thought he was hurt hard and for some 
Ume was in a condition of high fright 
Kmfs was then a cold blooded chap 
H« was cool all the time and readily 
submitted to arrest 
This was on the 


22d day of December 1863 All that 
was ever known of the details of the

On the 23d of December 1863 James 


C King was arraigned in the Police 
Court and charged with an assault 
with a weapon "obviouslj, etc, dan- 
gerous to life'

gomerv for bail of his client and it

The first two men to be awarded 


medals of honor for gallant conduct 
since the war are August Wilson, a 
boiler maker, and Willian O'Hearn, a 
water tender 
Both men were attach- 


ed to the United States moniter Puri- 
tan, and it was while on duty on that 
vessel that they displayed such brave- 
ry, and by their cool and quiet action 
not only saved the lives of the officers 
and men attached to the ship, but saved 


too

the vessel from untold damage 


The deed through which the men won 


the medal of honor was performed on 
July 1, 1897, while the Puritan was at 
the Brookljn Navy Yard 
The repairs 


to the vessel had been completed, and 
the engines were having a "dock trial" 
prior to the ship's departure, when the 
crown sheets of boiler E collapsed, vol- 
umesof steam and boiling water poured 
into the flreroom, where Chief Engi- 
neer George W Cowie, Jr and the men 
of his division were at work 
So dense 


was the steam that the men had to 
grope their way from the room 
their way from the room 


Engineer Cowie was badly scalded 


about the face and hands while trying 
to reach the safety valve which he 
wished to open 
All the boilers were 


connected with the damaged one, and 
were in immediate danger of exploding 
No thne waa to be lost, as the collaps- 
ing of the crown sheets of the other 
boilers meant not alone injury to the 
•vessel, but probable loss of life

Evangelical Association's 


Semi-Annual Meeting. 


Sessions In Kaumakaplll Church. 


An Attandanoa of Nineteen—Ra- 


ports Prom Various Fields. 


The semi-annual meeting of the pas- 


tors and delegates of the Hawaiian 
Evangllcal Church was begun yester- 
day morning in Kaumakaplli Church. 
There were 19 in attendance. 


Her. E. 8. Timoteo was chosen mo- 


derator and Rev. J. M. Ezra scribe, f 
usual standing committees were ap- 
pointed, and the usual routine business 
taken up. Reports were read from the 
various churches. 


Much interest was taken in the re- 


port from Kawaiahao Church, telling 
of the preaching services held the past 
six months to the English languages 
Some fears were expressed lest the Ha- 
waiian language should be dropped en- 
tirely. 'KaumakapHl proposes to make 
an effort to rid Itself of its remaining 
indebtedness. 


Wauterae rejoices In the ready help- 


fulness of Mr. P. C. Jones and Hon. A. 
F. Judd in pushing forward the work 
of the church, and putting it on a 
strong basis financially, numerically 
and spiritually. 


Hauula people render but little help 


to their pastor, and their pecuniary 
ability has been still further deferred 
by the disastrous floods, that have 
swept away .to the sea, acres of arable 
soil. 


The church at Waialua te holding its 


ground under its new pastor, though 
for the last three months sickness and 
storm 'have diminished the attendance 
on the regular services. 


The church at Walanae is still with- 


out a pastor. Rev. J. Kekahuna, the 
pastoral supply (has been sadly afflict- 
ed in the death of his wife, while he 
himself has for some time been laid 
aside from active service because of 
severe rheumatism. 


Bwa church has a 'long and narrow 


parish, which makes It difficult for the 
people to meet in large (numbers at the 
central church. At present, Sunday 
afternoon services are maintained on 
the Peninsula, where the resident popu- 
lation is increasing in numbers. 


The united churches of Kalihi and 


Moanalua are still without a pastor. 
The population .has made away from 
the locality, where the Kalihi ohureh 
stands, and the mass of the people now 
live far up the valley. One of the stu- 
dents of the N. P. M. Institute has 
charge of the Sunday services at Mo- 
analua, and much gratitude la exprsset 
for the gift of Hon. S, M. Damon for 
the expenses of carrying on the work 
not only for the ordinary expenses, but 
for whatever may be needed for making 
the work more effective.

The accounts given of Kawaia* 
hao Seminary and the Kamehameba 
Schools show bow large a proportion 
of the students need help to defray the 
expenses of board and tuition, small as 
Is the charge made in these schools. 
But these schools are working on right 
lines, trying to develop character rath- 
er than to change conditions; and 
evolve such character as will gradually 
change the environment 3n which the 
graduates of these schools find them- 
selves after leaving the shelter and dis- 
cipline of the boarding school
